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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues that the limitation "operable 
to authenticate a plurality of requests received from a plurality of customer premise systems" has support on page 12, lines 11-14; page 
14, line 13 to page 15, line 13; and page 17, lines 11-31. The examiner respectfully disagrees. The examiner has found support for a 
plurality of requests in the sections cited. However, the examiner has not found support for a plurality of customer premise systems in any 
of the cited sections. The applicant has filed a declaration pursuant to 37 C.F.R 1.131. The applicants allegedly describe certain aspects 
of the subject matter of the application in the disclosure documents and implemented certain aspects of the subject matter of the 
application prior to the effective date of the Cain et al reference. The examiner respectfully disagrees. The examiner has found no 
support in the enclosed document for the subject matter of the application.
